‘Ihe 
furthest eastern trace of their ruins does not ex- 
tend beyond the valley of the Rio Grande and 
ite tributaries. They do vot seem to have pene- 
trated to the great prairie plains east of the 
Rocky mountains. 

Theo physiologically speaking, there is a 
marked difference between the pre-bistoric man 
of Arizona and the Tartar hordes, who inhabit 
that part of Asia from which it is claimed that 
he emigrated. 

The Mongolian Tartar belongs to the race of 
man who represents the type of the elongated or 
dolichocepholic head, while the man of Arizo- 
na belongs to the short, round-headed or erachy- 
repholic type of head. The Mongolian with his 
square features and high cheek bones is the rep- 
resentative of arace entirely different from the 
oval and rounded face of the man of Arizona. 
Osteological comparisons prove the fact, so far 
as they have been made. 

From the custom of burning the dead, which 
existed with the Toltec or Arizonian race, a com 
parison of crania is difficult. I do not believe 
that a perfect akull of that ancient rac>is in eb- 
istence, and we must resort to the fragmentar,"

here let me suggest to the first Legislature of 
Arizona the propriety of establishing in connec- 
tion with the ‘territorial Library, a Historical 
Department, witha museum for the preservation 
of all relics, remains and fossils of the past ages 
tn Arizoon. - 

The ancient custom of the man of Arizona, in 
burning the dead, was to collect and deposit the 
bones and ashes in earthern jars. ‘They were then 
buried in the dry soil of the mesas, near their 
cities and habitations. The atmosphere of Ari- 
zona is dry aod pure. As little rain falls in her 
clear,.cloudless climate as in Fgypt, aad those 


jars or urns that have been exhumed are dry and’ 


perfect in their preservation, after having been 
tor ages in the earth. ‘The tenements around 


have mouldered into dust, and the stone founda- 
tions alone remain, yet the urns of ancient pot- 
tery come forth dry and unicjured beveath the 
ruins, with the boves of the dead and the ashes 


as dry as when first deposited. Recent discov- 


eres ın the Aztec v lley onthe Rio Gila, have 
developed numerous cemeteries of these ancient 
people, and further investigation will bring more 
to light. The expedition of Uol. Davis, lnspec- 
tor General, which is now on its way to that val- 
iey, with the object of exploring the country and 
establishing a military post, will doubless add 
much to our knowledge of the remains of ancient 
art, and the traits of the ancient inhabitants of 


that fertile valley.

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FT. WHIPPLE TO FT. MOHAVE 


REPORT OF CAPTAIN ENOS. 

This report, referred to in our last, is published 
in the Santa Fe Gazette, of July 2d. Tt will be 
remembered that Captain Enos accompanied 
Major Wills to Fort Whipple, in December last, 
for the purpose of exploring for a wagon road 
from the Walker mines to the Colorado 
river. Ho first examined the conntry towards 
the mouth of Williama’ Fork, and deemed it im- 
practicable, although his guide was evidently not 
well informed. Roturning to near Ft. Whipple, 
he started for Fort Mohave, and thus gives his 
impressions of the road to that point : 

On the 29th of December I returned to the 
point where I had crossed the road: from Ft. Mo- 
have. A few light wagors had previously passed 
over this route, which is known as the Iritabo 
trail, a celebrated Mohave chief of that name hav- 
ing been the first to conduct emigrants over it 
with wagons. lt was represented by those who 
had traveled it as being an excellent one for wa- 
gons, with an abundance of wood, water and 
gtass. From this point until reaching what 
Lieut. Whipple calls Pueblo creek, a distance of 
twenty miles, the road passes over a mountain- 
ous country, covered with a thick growth of ce- 
dar. ‘Lhe road follows Pueblo creek to its 
source, passing through Aztec pass, then down 
Williams’ Fork to near the base of Cross moun- 
tain. After passing this mountain, the road 
boars to the south towards Aguarias mountain, 
crossing it to the north of the point where the 
White Cliff creek finds a passage. Crossing the 
Big Sandy it follows the north-wostern base of 
tho Cerbat range for about fifleen miles, theo 
bears to the north, striking Beale’s wagon road 
ata distance of forty miles from Fort Mobave, 
ut a place known to emigrants as Railroad spring. 
From this point I followed Boale’s wagon road 
to Fort Mohave. ,

As a whole the report of Captain Enos is not 
as good as that of all recent travellers over the 
road. So far from the country on the route be- 
ing unfit for- agricultural purposes, or for grazing 


to any extent, as he intimates in another part of 


his observations, we are informed that for many 
miles west of Fort Whipple there are fine farm- 
ing and pastoral lands. A number of our citizens 
have already taken up ranches. We must do 
Captain Enos the justice to state that in con- 
cluding his interesting report he confirms the 
confidence of all recent explorers in the mineral 
wealth of this new country. Ie saya: 

Should those in authority feel justified from 
the developments already made, to zend troops 
to rid the country of Indians, and take means to 
improve the roads over which provisions and sup- 
plies of all kinds must be carried, I believe it will 
not be many months before the world will be as- 
tonished at the riches which lie buried in the 
mountains of this unexplored and undeveloped 
portion of our public domain.
